It was brought out by the Ge2 representative that the 
Military Agencies would continue to make the reports on atrictly nilitary 
chemical procveta, such as explosives and all items of interest to the Chemical 
Corps, They would continue to depend upon CIA for the availability of raw 
meterials to oroduce these militery end items. The G2 representatives stated 
that he wouls use his best efforts to obtain from the Military Services an estie 
mete of the rount of explosives and propellants by types from which the basic 
chemicals neccesary for the production of the finished military items mey be 
calculated,

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Secretariat's Evaluation of Subcommittees Activities: 


This has been one of our least active subcommittees, ORR has undertaken most 
of the reszerch analysis, in depth, on the basic chemicel industry of the USSR, 
Ady Fores also has made several technically competent analysts available for 
EXG activities; end Last year G«2 also made available a chemicals expert able 


40 particioats actively in technical discussions of chemical engineering. As a 
result, the subcommittee appeare € abow reak loose a "log jam" between

for basic chexuicals for military purposes.) Recently, havever, both the senior 
Air Force and the Ge2 representatives have been transferred and the new 
representatives have beon largely preoccupied with taking over their basic agency 
responsibilities - go the arrangements referred to have not yet been carried out. 
A further difficulty has been to bring together in this subcommittee specialists 
in Chemical Enginsering with general economists and liaison officers not accustomed 
to speaking tae detailed jargon of the chemical technicians. It is reported 

that ONI discontinued its participation in this subcommittee in part because it 
felt that State Department's interest in an “economist's snalysis" of Soviet 
chemical produstion resulted in a great deal of the time of meetings being 
wasted in "telking at eross purpores." Three noneIAC agencies, Agricultura, 

a Commerce, and OSD, have designated representatives to the Chemicals Subcom 
mctee, Although these individuals would seldom, if ever, be called on to | 
‘participats in full meetings with the military agencies, the EIC channel, is 
a great convenience in obtaining the views of these individuals on specific 
products (suc as rubber) for which they have special. competence. 


Recommended EIC Action: 
1. Urge the Subcommittee to proceed with the implementation of tentative 
arrangements made last year between ORR, Oe2, and AFOIN (see Subcommittee's 
Annual Kenort). 
2, Express general satisfaction with the Suoconmittee's practice of meeting 
only "on calls but urge that such occasional meetings be so planned in 


advance tat State and ONI can be brought more effectively into the total 
community picture. 4 
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
